Boy Terrified at Sight of 
Dead Women Gave 
Tragedy Report.

COOPERS MILLS, Maine, Dec. 22. 
—Six lives Were sacrificed today to 
the murderous frenzy of John Snow, 
a young man who came from Poland 
a few years 
ago, 
and 
m arried a 
Maine woman, according to definite 
assertions of county authorities. The 
authorities said they had unquestion­ 
able proofs th at after shooting his 
wife, three other women, and a 15 
year old boy, Snow turned the revol­ 
ver 
on 
himself, 
inflicting a fatal 
wound. 
The dead: 
John Snow. 
Ida Snow, his wife. 
Mrs. Ruth Brann, 80 years old, Mrs. 
Snow’s mother. 
Mrs. Eva Eaton, Mrs. Snow’s sister. 
Mrs. Frank Jewett, wife of Deputy 
Sheriff Jew ett. 
Kenneth Jewett, the deputy’s son. 
Mrs. Jew ett and her son were kill­ 
ed in their home at Whitefield, seven 
miles from here, while Deputy Jew ­ 
ett and the other members of the 
household were doing some Christ­ 
mas 
shopping 
in 
Gardiner. 
The 
others were shot in the little cottage 
which they occupied on a road a 
mile from 
the 
center 
of 
Coopers 
Mills, which is in the town of Jef­ 
ferson. 
Mrs. Eaton’s five weeks old 
baby was found unhurt in a crib in 
the cottage, when the murder was 
discovered by Mrs. Eaton’s seven 
year old son, who had been playing 
in the yard. 
Terrified at the sight of the three 
women lying dead and Snow dying, 
the boy ran to the home of a neigh­ 
bor. 
Others living nearby were noti­ 
fied and their first thought was to 
send for Deputy Sheriff Jew ett. 
A 
m essenger was despatched to W hite­ 
field. W hen he reached the deputy’s 
home, there was no response to his 
ring at the doorbell and he entered 
the house. 
There 
he 
found Mrs. 
Jew ett and her son on the floor. 
Meanwhile Deputy Jew ett had been 
located in Gardiner. W hen he start­ 
ed for the scene of the murder in 
Coopers Mills he was unaware that 
his own wife and boy also had been 
killed. 
Sheriff 
John 
P. Kelly of 
Booth Bay H arbor was notified of the 
m urders and took charge of the in­ 
vestigation. 
It was learned that Snow had been 
employed recently A>y Jew ett, work­ 
ing in the woods. 
Members of the 
Jew ett 
household 
said 
that 
they 
balked with Snow about 6:30 o’clock 
this morning and that he spoke of 
w anting his wife 
and 
baby, 
f?om 
whom he had 
been 
separated for 
some time, to go to Gardiner to live 
with him. He was crying at the time. 
Deputy Jew ett left home at 10:30. 
W ithin an hour Snow was believed 
to have shot Mrs. Jew ett and Ken­ 
neth Jew ett had started for Coopers 
Mills in the deputy’s automobile. Two 
hours later, according to authorities, 
he had killed the three women, there, 
and later in the afternoon succumbed 
to his self-inflicted wounds. 
Snow was about 25 years old, and 
his wife a year older. 
Mrs. Show’s 
mother, Mrs. Brann, several times 
had provided money to try to estab­ 
lish Snow’ in various lines of busi­ 
ness, all of wrhich proved unsuccess­ 
ful. The neighbors said that the two 
women and Mrs. Eaton had frequent­ 
ly asserted that they were afraid of 
Snow' because of his violent disposi­ 
tion.

“Al,” one of the best known 
bottle fisherm en of this sector of

row, 
wTas 
taken 
prisoner, 
charged with being in possession of 
one quart of Scotch whiskey. 
His 
boat was empty. 
Coast guards reported that they 
broke up a rum landing party and 
captured a sm all cargo of bottled 
contraband off Sandy Hook, when 
they frightened off thirty men and 
boys who ran down to the beach 
to help a harrassed rum runner un­ 
load his goods before governm ent 
men arrived. 
The mosquito fleet was the loser 
in two encounters with the runners, 
however. 
Coast guards 
reported 
they 
fired 
several 
one 
pounders 
across the bows of a scudding bot­ 
tle boat In a chase that extended 
from near the tip of Sandy Hook 
to well beyond the 12 m ile limit. 
The last they saw of the runner he 
was hitting toward the horizon with 
motors wide open. 
Another craft of the governm ent 
fleet reported a sim ilar experience, 
its prey having led a rum chaser a 
merry race down the coast, until 
the pursued was able to duck into a 
convenient fog bank and disappear. 
The brush with a volunteer sal­ 
vage corps of men and boys oc­ 
curred off the stone breakwater at 
the southerly tip of Sandy Hook, 
the coast guard sailors related.

We are glad to report no tardies or 
truants for the Franklin and Jeffer­ 
son schools. We are especially grati­ 
fied to report also that the tardies 
for this year are less than half of 
what they were last year. 
Owing to the epidem ic of m easles 
and chicken pox, the school attend­ 
ance has been hit unmercifully. The 
total days of 
attendance 
for this 
month are less than for any school 
month since 1918 during the “flu” 
epidemic. 
Personally I have no desire to un­ 
justly criticise health authorities, but 
I will frankly say that I think we 
have the loosest quarantine system 
in Sedalia that I have witnessed in 
more than 15 years.

thoities have faithfully endeavored to 
follow the state board of health’s rul­ 
ing in regard to m easles, which regu­ 
lation is as follows: 
Measles. 
Rule 29. 
“M easles is hereby de­ 
clared to be a dangerous communica­ 
ble disease and subject to the follow- 
ing procedure:

The prem ises shall be plac­ 
arded. 
(b) -The patient shall be confined 
to the prem ises for a minimum per­ 
iod of five (5) days after the appear­ 
ance of the rash and until all dis­ 
charges from the nose, throat and 
ears have disappeared and cough has 
ceased, and until fever has disappear­ 
ed. 
(c) 
Susceptible 
children 
and 


adults in infected households shall 
not attend school or public gather­ 
ings for fourteen (14) days from the 
last exposure. 
Immune contacts are 
subject to no restrictions.” 
Chicken Pox. 
Rule 22. 
Comment: This rule dif­ 
fers from 
that 
governing the care 
against 
m easles 
only in rule (c) 
which provides 
for 
an 
individual 
quarantine of 16 instead of l l days. 
Credible information has reached 
the school authorities that there have 
been eight deaths from the m easles. 
Four of these we know have been 
among the children enrolled in the 
schools, the other four reported are 
doubtless under school age. And yet 
w'e are told that there is nothing to 
fear from m easles. 
We want to as­ 
sert that the school authorities have 
done the best they know how to aid 
in the protection and care of the 
health of those committed to our 
care. I^et the public mind place the 
blame where it belongs.

The following address, read by H. 
A. Jones, secretary of the Kiwanis 
club, at the regular meeting Thurs­ 
day noon, was delivered by E. L. 
Chase, district governor of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas Kiwanis 
district 
be­ 
fore the inter-club meeting of Kan­ 
sas City, at the Kansas City Athletic 
club, recently and 
was 
broadcast 
over the radio throughout the Unit­ 
ed States. 
“It is fitting that a brief expla­ 
nation be made of the object of the 
simultaneous inter-club meetings in 
which tho Kiwanis Clubs of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas District are 
engaged 
tonight. Over all this District, each 
of thege fifty clubs representing 
about 4000 business and professional 
men, are visiting some other Kiwa­ 
nis Club or acting host for the pur­ 
pose of further developing the fel­ 
lowship spirit among the clubs and 
tho individuals. 
This development 
of the fellowship spirit with all of 
the fine things which emanate there­ 
from, is the purpose of these gather­ 
ings. 
“A nation as vast as the Republic 
of the United States of America has 
within it certain centrifugal forces, 
always at work. 
The most danger­ 
ous of these are local jealousies and 
sectional 
animosities. 
A 
country 
like ours, wherein the climates and 
living conditions of different states 
vary considerably, must of a neces­ 
sity produce people 
of 
different 
kinds In different places. 
There Is 
no question but that there is a dif­ 
ference between the North and the 
South, between the East 
and 
the 
West. 
Nevertheless, there is a cen­ 
tripetal force working all the time 
tending to hold our people together 
which counterbalances 
that 
which 
tends to draw them apart. 
That is 
our common brotherhood, our com­ 
mon inheritance of the traditions of 
Washington and Lincoln. 
In addi­ 
tion, the spirit of Kiwanis, the spirit 
of fairness, brotherliness and con­ 
sideration, must wipe 
out in 
the 
heart of any man the petty jealousy 
of sectional spite.’* 
“But to wipe out the petty jealou­ 
sies and sectional anomosities is not 
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sion of it, so Kiwanis is striving to 
teach that it is quite possible that 
another equally honest and sincere 
with himself and yet 
holding 
the 
contrary opinion, may himself be in 
possession of the 
truth 
and 
that 
whatever one 
conscientiously 
and 
firmly believes, is truth to him. 
“No evil has so inflicted the world 
as intolerance of religious opinion. 
Intolerance and bigotry have been 
infinitely 
greater 
hinderances 
to 
mankind than ignorance and error. 
It is our opinion that men do not 
learn alone In their study chambers, 
the lessons of true tolerance, but 
by mixing with men in friendly fel­ 
lowships. 
Here 
we learn not to 
scoff at honest convictions or ardent 
zeal in the cause of what another 
believes to be the truth and justice. 
We learn more than mere tolerance 
—we learn that every man’* opin­ 
ions are his own private property 
and that the right of all men to 
maintain each his own, are perfect­ 
ly equal. 
In these groups we learn 
each man is absolute sovereign as to 
his own belief and that one party 
has the same right as the other to 
sit as judge in his own case. 
“Surely man never had the right 
to usurp the prerogatives of God and 
condemn another for his belief, but 
it takes such friendly fellowship as 
this to teach men this valuable les­ 
son. 
“Another purpose of these func­ 
tions is the promulgation of natio­ 
nal patriotism. 
Therefore, in every 
group meeting throughout this Dis­ 
trict, Kiwanians will stand at 9 p. rn.

America finds itself at this time is express­ 
ed very emphatically 
by 
a Kansas 
City

not only of Kansas City but of all the cities 
in the United States. Why it exists, is a mat­

reaction after great bodies of men gather­ 
ed together for the 
specific 
purpose 
of 
killing, had been turned back to civil life. 
But whatever the 
reason, 
the 
facts as 
stated exist. 
Hardly a day passes but that 
we read in the metropolitan newspapers of 
men undoubtedly guilty of serious crime 
acquitted by juries— and the number of 
crimes in which no arrests are made are as 
numerous almost as the sands of the sea. 
In many instances, the police are ineffic­ 
ient, careless or corrupt. 
In other cases, 
the prosecuting authorities are lax and in 
still others, the jurors come within the in­ 
fluence of the friends of the accused. 
Un­ 
scrupulous lawyers take advantage of ev­ 
ery technicality of the law and use every 
device of the underworld to reach prosecut­ 
ing witnesses and oftentimes are successful 
in eliminating their testimony before the 
case is called in court. 
These things are not confined alone to 
the larger cities. Sedalia suffers in propor­ 
tion to its size from the same conditions. 
Six months ago or thereabouts, on a Sunday 
afternoon, a negro was killed in a room on 
Main street. 
The killing followed a quar­ 
rel resulting from gambling. 
The slayer, 
taken into custody, made a plea of self- 
defense. 
Before the coroner’s jury he tes­ 
tified that he had been gambling in the 
room in which the killing occurred in the 
morning of the day, that he lost money and 
returned in the afternoon and again par­ 
ticipated in the game with a desire to re­ 
coup his losses; 
that a quarrel 
ensued; 
that the deceased attacked him and that 
he killed him to protect his own life. Others 
who were present, testified to the same 
state of affairs, and the keeper of the room, 
upon the stand, admitted that he had been 


the people— a decision which, as the event 
has proved, was a grievous political error, 
bringing to a premature end the ascend­ 
ancy which the conservatives might other- 
otherwise have continued to enjoy. At this 
writing he has not resigned but any mo­ 
ment may bring word of his resignation. 
Whether he holds on or is succeeded by 
another as head of the conservative party, 
the British are in a state of political dead­ 
lock. 
A 
conservative 
premier 
can be 
beaten at any moment by a combination of 
liberal and labor votes on any measure. A 
liberal or a labor premier would be even 
more completely at the mercy of a hostile 
combine. Somehow the business of govern­ 
ing Great Britain must be carried on and 
somehow it will be carried on; but just how 
this is to be accomplished is not yet appar­ 
ent. 
The people want no more elections 
for the present. 
The only solution would seem to be some 
sort of coalition; and Lloyd George is the 
master-coalitionist of British politics. More­ 
over, there is no other British poltician who 
can deal so effectively with novel and un­ 
forseen situations or who 
can 
so quickly 
turn to his own advantage a confusing and 
demoralizing development in the ranks of 
his opponents. It may be no easy matter to 
make a workable coalition in Britain now, 
but Lloyd George long ago laid the foun­ 
dation for a center party and perhaps that 
foundation, though hidden of late, is still 
solid. 
At any rate the nimble 
Welshman is 
likely to do some 
quick 
headwork— and 
perhaps some quick footwork— in the pres­ 
ent emergency. He has not been back with 
Asquith long enough to feel 
very firmly 
bound to him; and, besides, liberals valuing 
power rather more than consistency, may 
see more profit in following Lloyd George 
than in following 
Asquith if the ways of 
these two now 
diverge 
again, 
Nobody 
knows just what will come out of the pres­ 
ent confusion or just how soon it will come. 
But it will not be 
surprising 
if the face 
which presently emerges from the mists is 
a well known, 
white-mustached, 
cheery 
countenance, smiling at the public from un­ 
der a bushy mat of abundant white hair.

Hyde's refusal to call a special ses­

Because of confusion 
existing at 
this time in the minds of thousands 
of Missourians, the Automobile Club 
'of Missouri places before the publicj 
| the following as a statement of the 
I roads situation in Missouri. 
The 
chairman 
of the 
Highway! 
Commission stated that in his opinion 
and as he interpreted the law*, the 
load building of Missouri would have 
to be slowed down and that about 
$2,000,000, of bonds could be issued 
in 1924. 
The Attorney General gives as his 
opinion that $10,000,000 of bonds can 
be issued in 1924; this organization 
is of the opinion that in order to is­ 
sue $10,000,000 of bonds 
additional 
revenue will have to be provided to 
take the sinking fund of such bonds 
and the interest, and maintenance: 
of roads. 
It has been stated in the 
Press 
that an injunction suit would be in­ 
stituted in the event it was attempt- ■ 
fed to issue more than $5,000,000 
in j 
bonds during 1924,—this further com­ 
plicates the situation. 
The State 
Treasurer 
made 
the 
statement that there were available,! 
ample funds to carry out 
the pro-! 
gram for 1924. 
The Chairman 
of 
the

Commission takes issue 
with 
the 
State Treasurer as follow's: 
"Ho (the State 
Treasurer) 
esti­ 
mates the cost of collection and ad­ 
ministration next year at 
$800,000.

‘‘All of the $10,500,000 now' in the 
road fund, except $1,000,000, is under 
contract, and that will be so commit­ 
ted by January 1st." 
“Instead of receiving $7,000,000 in

“We will not receive any of the 
$6,000,000 from counties of which he 
speaks because that is money which 
went under Morgan-MeCullough con­ 
tracts in the latter part of 1922, ex­ 
cept for small sums in two or three 
counties.

ON FIRE HAZARD 
OF THE SEASON

Tire Chief Warns of The 
Danger of Using Light­ 
ed Candles. 


With the Christmas season most 
of the country’s fire chiefs gather 
a few more gray hairs. 
Even if 
these are only mental ones they 
are none the less regrettable. 
But 
it is not surprising that veteran 
fire fighters should be worried at 
this season, for they realize bet­ 
ter than can anyone else the spec­ 
ial hazards that are ushered in with 
the preparations for festivities and 
with the actual observance. 
When 
interviewed Chief W. H. Paul of 
the Sedalia Fire Department, frank­ 
ly admitted that he would breathe 
easier after the holidays are over. 
“Before people brand me a ‘kill­ 
joy,’ ” said the Chief, “let me state 
at once that Christmas means fully 
as much to me as to any other 


resident of this city. 
In fact, it is 
just because I look forward to th e 1 
day with anticipation that I can­ 
not help but appeal to people to do 
all possible to keep it a time of 
cheer. 
How easily it may become 
a period of sorrow in many house­ 
holds every fireman of experience 
knows only too well. 
“A little care with fire on Christ­ 
mas day will not detract a particle 
from the enjoyment 6f the occasion. 
Take Christmas trees, for instance. 
They do not need to be decked with 
lighted candles in order 
to 
be 
pietty; 
colored electric 
light as­ 
semblies are more ornamental and, 
when properly made, far safer. 
If 
a bright light is 
focused 
on 
the 
tree in a darkened room, the effect 
also is pleasing, and with this there 
also is practically no danger. 
If 
electric current is not available on 
any farm, the tree should not be 
illuminated. 
“Candles are always hazardous,” 
the Chief continued. “Placing them 
in windows where there are 
in­ 
flammable curtains and decorations 
is extremely dangerous. 
I 
am 
‘hitting’ the candle hazard because 
of late it seems to have come back 
into undeserved popularity—and, I 
am informed—into the fire records 
of the National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters. 
“Here are a few additional pre­ 
cautions which I urge the public

“Make sure that Christmas trees 
are securely set up, so that they 
will not topple over, and keep them * 
away 
from 
heating 
and 
lighting 
fixtures. 
Use metal tinsel, flake 
asbestos and powdered 
mica 
for 
snow effects, instead of paper clip­ 
pings and cotton. 
Extreme care 
with matches and smoking material 
should be exercised in the neigh­ 
borhood of trees and decorations. 
Evergreens should be removed im­ 
mediately 
after Christmas 
before 
they have completely dried out. 
“Avoid 
toys 
requiring 
alcohol, 
gasoline or kerosene for their opera­ 
tion, and also flimsy motion-picture 
machines using inflammable films. 
I ow-priced 
electrical 
playthings 
should not be given to children, as 
they are often defectively wired and 
frequently have 
weak, 
dangerous 
connections; they have caused ser­ 
ious burns and fires. 
*Tf Santa Claus is to be present 
at the celebration ,tell him to avoid 
the use of long cotton 
whiskers. 
His costume can be partially fire- 
prooofed by soaking it in a solution 
of alumn, obtainable at any drug 
store. 
“If anyone’s clothing catches fire, 
he should be promptly rolled in a 
rug or woolen cloth in order to 
smother the blaze. Keep the flames 
away from th© face. 
“Merchants should free their busi­ 
ness premises cf rubbish and paper 
accumulations, 
and 
should 
insist 
that employes keep all exits clear. 
It is difficult, I realize, to keep 
stock-rooms tidy during the busy 
Holiday season, but it Is well worth 
the extra effort. 
“Of coursfe,” concluded the Chief, 
“the business of the fireman is to 
extinguish fires, and day and night 
he is ready to answer the summons. 
But he is not a machine; he has 
feelings, and if I understand him 
at all I know that Christmas is 
the day of days for him as for 
everyone else. 
In all fairness, then, 
why not make it possible for him 
to 
enjoy 
Christmas? 
Everybody 
can help by avoiding those hazards 
which may take the joy out of the 
day for them as well as for the 
fireman.’’

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The Farmer and the Railroads 


T 


HIS article and several more to follow*, is for the farmer because, from the early days of the Republic 
until now, Agriculture and Transportation have been the two greatest and most fundamental 
industries in America and the well-being of cither inseparably involves the well-being of the other. 
In the last analysis, Agriculture and Transportation must stand or fall together. Unless the railroads 
are able to supply adequate and dependable transportation service when and a f required, the farmcr 
loses the advantage of favorable markets and much of his yearly toil is wasted. 


Many self seeking persons have been industriously endeavoring to make the farmer believe the rail­ 
roads are chiefly responsible for the misfortunes of Agriculture. 
In this way they hope to make more 
secure their place as the ’’friends of the farmer.” But I do not believe that farmers generally can be 
so easily led by a mere appeal to supposed prejudice. 
I believe the farmer will demand all of the facta 
and I hope these articles will prove helpful in providing them. Farmers will have much influence in 
determining the future of the railroads—whether the railroads will become the playthings of politicians 
or whether the government wbl safeguard the property rights of the public and give a square deal to 
those citis-ens who have billions of dollars invested in railroad properties. 


To get a correct conception of the inter-dependence of Agriculture and Transportation, ft is necessary 
that we go back to the time when what now is the Com Belt was a virgin wilderness. President Harding, 
in an address at Kansas Q ty last summer, told how, as late as 1840, wheat sold at 40 cents a bushel 
and hogs at 3 cents a pound, and the reason, he said, was “lack of transportation facilities." The 
building of the railroads changed all that. Not only did jhey put the farmers in touch with the markets 
of the world but they also carried to the frontiers of civilization the Storekeeper, the Preacher. theDoctorJ 
the Schoolmaster, the Postmaster and the Banker; and in addition to carrying the products of the 
farms to market, they carried the products of factories—of Qvilization, if you please—into what, but 
for the railroads, must have remained a wilderness. 


Suppose that some morning the news should suddenly come to your community that your railroad 
had “quit T That it had died! What an indexeribIe calamity! And yet, that very thing has happened 
right here in the Com Belt. And the result has been that the farm lands of a great many farmers 
depreciated perhaps 30 per cent over night because of their isolation from shipping facilities. 


For a number of years, and until ten years ago, there was built in America an average of more than 
5.000 miles of railroad every year but during the last six years more railroad has been taken up or aban­ 
doned than has been built. And this has happened in the face of the fact that the Nation’s freight 
traffic is increasing at the rate of 50 to IOO per cent every ten years. This is today the most profoundly 
serious question that confronts the American people. 


In the foregoing I have tried to explain how vital Transportation is to the LIFE of Agriculture. We 
need not go back to the beginning of the M issouri Pacific v. urn the richest bottom lands of the Com 
Belt could be bought for $1.25 an acre. 
In 1890, in Illinois and Wisconsin and the states west of the 
Mississippi River, the average value of all farms was $4,366 per farm. 
In 1900 this had increased to 
$4,966. 
In 1910 the average was $9,900 and in 1920 it was $18,800, or an increase of 575 per cent in 
value in thirty years. Is there a farmer in the Middle West who will contend that this increased value 
would have been possible except for the railroads? 


Should not the farmer regard the railroads as his friends rather than as his enemies? And should he 
not be the first to demand that the railroads get a “square deal?" To say the least, the farmer should 
examine carefully into the charges made against the railroads. Honest and competent criticism always 
is welcome, for such criticism is constructive—but the Republic was not built by those who seek to 
destroy and tear down; nor can it live by such process.
